Ktdly,  ,1 
vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  to  the  Pastor  and  Trustees  of 
the  Methodist  Church,  but  declining  to  a^^copt  the  oti'ertoiv 
as  not  being  in  keeping  with  Masonic  custom. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded  and  carried,  The  Proceedings 
of  the  Eleventh  Annual  Comraunication  were  confirmed  and 
accej)ted  as  presenteil  in  the  printed  pamphlet  form  alreaily 
distributed  amongst  the  members  of  the  Traternity  of  tins 
and  foreign  jurisdictions.

tribute  of  respect  will  lonjj:  remain  jjreen  in  our  memory,  notahly 
those  of  Brother  Lain^,  Victoria-Columbia  Lodjre,  N(».  1,  and  lirother 
Oasterhout,  of  Vancouver-Quadra  Loilfjfe,  No.  2,  old  and  respected 
l»rethren  amoufjcst  us,  who,  thoujrh  well  striken  in  years,  always  set  a 
i)riji'ht  example  to  their  younjjer  brethren,  heinj;  very  enthusiastic 
Masons,  an<l  ever  attentive  to  the  duties  of  their  Lodjje  ;  also  that  of 
liro.  Sidney  Thomas  Franklyn,  a  memi)er  of  Victoria-Columbia 
liodjre,  No.  1,  who  tinishe<l  his  earthly  labor  on  the  I'lith  of  April, 
tlyinj;  nobly  at  t!ie  post  of  duty  in  the  effort  to  save  the  lives  of  his 
fellow  creatures  on  the  occasion  of  the  bin*nin^  of  the  steamer  "( Jrap- 
l»l(r".

where  Freemasonry  htus  lonj?  held,  aiul  still  holds,  its  own.  Consider- 
inj?  how  widely  separated  our  "  little  Masoide  lumies"  are  from  one 
another,  how  many  disadvanta<ifes  we  lal)()r  uinU'r  as  reufards  expe- 
ditious communication  l)y  sea  and  hy  land  within  our  own  Province, 
an(l  how  widely  severed  from  such  portions  of  the  world  where  the 
Masonic  banner  is  spread  to  the  bree/e  of  more  i)rosperous  commuid- 
ties,  and  has  the  benefit  of  brin«jfin^  to^i'ther  the  ma.sses  at  s'.ort 
notice,  it  is  a  matter  of  .some  little  satisfaction  to  notice  that  we  still 
nianajj^e  to  maintain  our  numerical  f.treiifjjth. 

It  will  lie  observed  from  the  I'eturns  which  I  shall  shortly  read  to 
you  that  we  have  only  29,'}  members  on  our  roll  as  compared  with  LM).") 
last  year — an  ai)parent  decrease  of  two— and  yet  in  r»'ality  <»ur  .strength 
is  really  greater  than  it  has  been  for  the  last  two  years,  as  it  will  pos- 
sibly be  remembered  that  in  last  vear's  returns  were  included  some  lo 
members  on  the  roll  of  Ca.scade  Lodjjfe,  No.  10,  and  which  liodjjfe  I 
ref^ret  to  say  surren<lered  its  charter,  not  for  any  rej)rehcnsible  reason, 
but  simply  from  the  fact  that  those  ardent  Masons  who  so  noi)ly  en- 
tered into  the  laudable  cause  were  unable  to  effectuati'  its  workini*-  in 
keeping  with  original  antici])ations  and  con.seiiuently  by  ill  luck  and 
various  a<l verse  circumstances  were  reluctantly  conipi'Ile(l  to  accept 
the  only  alternative.  I  do  regret,  however,  to  state  that  out  of  those 
15  only  2  have  attlliated  with  other  Lodges,  and  consetiueiitly,  al- 
though 11  have  been  added  to  our  members  in  the  past  year  lo  have 
(hopped  out  or  rather  failed  to  come  in  with  us — if  it  were  not  for 
this  we  might  have  had  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  u})on  the 
onward  march  of  Masonry  ;  as  it  is  we  must  content  ourselves  by 
recording  that  "  Brotherly  I>ove  "  has  been  extended,  "  Relief"  af- 
forded to  those  in  need,  and  "Truth  "  that  Masonry  is  in  a  state  of 
"in  statu  quo." 

I  shall  not  weary  you.  Brethren,  with  a  lengthy  report  upon  the 
annual  work  and  elti(nency  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  of  this  Juri.s- 
fliction,  l)ut  .follow  the  course  pursued  last  year  and  leave  it  in  the 
more  able  hands  of  the  M.-.\V.-.  Orand  and  U.-.W.-.  Deputy  Crrand 
Masters,  though  I  may  bo  excused  for  taking  this  opportunity  of  stat- 
ing that  although  ready  and  willing  to  participate  in  all  reasonable

Kelly,  and  considered  that  both  of  the  Lodges  had  act- 
ed wrongfully  and  not  in  accordance  with  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  tho  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  as  laid  down 
for  the  government  of  private  Lodges. 

Kelly,  That  after 
a  careful  consideration  of  the  matter  in  dispute  between  Vic- 
toria-Columbia Lodge,  No.  1,  and  Ashlar  Lodge,  No.  3,  this 
Grand  Lodge  is  of  opinion  that  the  same  has  had  all  due  con- 
sideration at  the  hands  of  G/and  Lodge,  and  that  whether 
Victoria-Columbia  Lodge,  No.  1,  acted  in  keeping  with  the 
Constitution  or  not — and  this  point  docs  not  arise--Ashlar 
Lodge,  No.  3,  has  no  just  ground  of  complaint  against  Vic- 
toria-Columbia Lodge,  No.  1.     Carried.

"For  we  are  members  one  of  another." — Eph.  iv.,  25. 

Dear  Brethren,  two  years  ago  I  addressed  you  upon  the  general 
principles  of  the  Craft ;  last  year  I  endeavored  to  "xplain  its  high 
ideal ;  now  I  shall  attempt  to  illustrate  its  spirit. 

It  has  been  said  that  man  is  more  political  than  any  bee  or  ant. 
In  every  community  there  is  a  constant  gravitation  of  sentiment,  af- 
fection and  interest  towards  a  common  centre.  This  original  impulse 
of  our  nature  finds  its  explanation  in  the  truth,  "It  is  not  good  for 
man  to  be  alone."  As  the  tiny  rivulets  starting  in  the  hills  form  the 
(greeks,  and  these  swell  into  rivers,  and  those  branch  into  seas,  so  we 
have  the  marriage  relation,  and  out  of  it  springs  the  family,  then  the 
community,  and  finally  the  state.  In  this  way  God  has  fitted  our 
nature  to  the  conditions  of  its  development.  We  ow^e  our  happiness 
in  a  large  measure  to  the  presence  of  others.

We  have  seen  n  lather's  indilierenee,  a  sister's  scorn,  and  a  l)rothev's 
contempt,  seal  u;-  'he  rc'pentant  si)irit  uini  hind  itdown  to  vice.  For- 
j?iveness  on  the  other  hand  breaks  every  chain,  and  the  emancipated 
soul  l)realhes  the  v» '-y  tVeeilom  of  h(>aven.  See  the  lad  that,  in  the 
street,  has  broken  the  conunands  ot"  home.  With  downcast  eyes  and 
faltering  step  he  returns.  Ilet'-llsout  the  (ale  of  his  fj;uilt  in  tlie 
mother's  t'ar.  She  clasps  him  to  lier  lu'art  and  kis.M-s  away  the  tears. 
Wiiat  a  change  love  makes  ;  the  li,i>:ht  of^dadness  is  ajjfain  in  the  eye, 
the  smile  of  jjcace  is  upon  the  face,  ami  tlu;  rinj::  of  truth  on  the  lips. 

*  And  blessinirson  the  fallinjjj  out, 

Tliat  .;!!  t!;e  more  (Midears, 
When  we  fall  out  with  those  we  love, 
And  kiss  a,i;ain  with  tears." 

And  need  we  be  reminded  that  co-operation  is  biiulinu;  upon  us 
as  members  one  of  another.  The  eye  has  a  lofty  place  in  the  body; 
hut  it  has  to  jj:uide  the  hand  in  its  humble  task  and  the  foot  in  its 
lowly  path.  Tiie  tiling  itself  is  easy  of  comprehension.  Two  men 
are  at  work  in  the  forest,  a  lo^  lies  in  the  way,  one  i)Uts  his  shoulder 
to  it  and  exerts  his  stren,i::th  in  vain  his  comi)anion  joins  him  in  the 
etlbrt  and  it  is  forced  aside  with  ease.  Herein  lies  the  philosophy  of 
united  ellbrf  in  business,  j^overnment  and  reli,.;ion.  Wiiile  water  is 
dill  used  in  vapor  throuirh  theatmospher(>  it  is  powerless,  when  it  is  con- 
densed in  theshowei'  it  beconu'sone  of  the  miiihtiest  assents  in  natun. 
Theelectric  Ihiid,  latent  in  inatter,  is  harndi'ss,  but  when  i)reci[)itat((l 
from  the  cloud  it  shatters  the  oak  and  splits  the  ro"k  in  fraj^menls. 
(treat  ideas  inspiriiiii;  individual  minds  are  only  elements  of  j)owit; 
it  is  when  ortrani/ed  that  they  form  |)ubli(*  ojMnion  and  become  liviui; 
forces,  workini?  the  common  ^nod.  Vet  how  many  climb  on  tlic 
fence  and  watcii  inditlerently  the  movements  shaping  around  theiu. 
Idle  drones  in  the  social  l)eehi\v  <^'i»j<>.v  the  shelter  and  sip  the  honey 
orealod  by  the  busy  throuijf  around  tluMU.  Like  a  j?reat  boy  who  sits 
by  the  hearth  o>i  a  winter's  eveninu!',  lu>  absorbs  to  the  full  the  cheer- 
ful heat,  an.l  luxuriates  in  the  abounding:  enjoyment ;  but  he  will  not 
provide  a  stick  for  the  tlr(>,  his  sisters  may  do  that. 

We  have  now  to  consider  the  end  of  this  assoi^iatod  life.  Surely 
mutual  helpfulness.  In  riiilosophic^  (Jreecc  durinfj^  one  period  of  its 
history,  it  was  ]>ermitted  to  allow  weakly  or  deformed  infants  to  ex- 
l»ire,  and  to  put  out  of  the  way  the  hoi)elessiy  sick  and  infirm  as  beiajr 
elements  of  weakness  in  the  state.  Our  Holy  Lav  teaches  ditt'erently. 
In  the  words  of  an  Apostle,  "when  I  am  weak  then  am  1  stroiijr.'' 
How  helpless  is  the  child  in  the  cradle;  yet  the  father's  power  of  brali 
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tlio  mother's  wcaltii  of  love,  tlic  lirotlicr's  mij.r|,(  ,,f  nuisclc,  and  tin- 
sister's  feminine  ^('Mllciu'ss,  ;,!•(•  all  (•Mii)loy<'ii  lor  it.  "Hear  yv  one 
another's  inn-dens,"  is  our  divine  rule.  Ha  man  has  .yiven  to  him 
jJCreat  ])iiysieal  stren<j;fh  il  is  n:)l  that  he  may  lord  it  over  others  ;  hut 
that  he  may  shield  if  need  i»t' a  weaker  one.  If  yon  li-ive  that  I'are 
dower,  superior  wisdom,  it  is  not,  .hat  yoii  may  entrap  the  unwary 
and  make  tliem  your  tools  ;  liiil  that  yon  niiy  hold  liiudi  the  ti>reh  of 
truth  for  their  safe  iruidanee.  Or  i;  wealth  has  flowed  into  your  (")f 
fers,  it  is  not  that  you  may  hy  monopoly  tax  imlustry  at  will,  hut 
that  you  may  wisely  aid  it. 

Our  power  of  helpint?,  it  is  true,  is  very  limited.  Let  us  then  lie 
careful  how  we  injure.  A  story  is  told  of  a  Cossack  travelling  iit 
Northern  Ilussia ;  his  family  w;'re  with  him  in  the  sledujc  ;  the  rapid 
reindeer  sp(>(i  them  over  the  wintry  wastes  ;  ni^ht overtook  them  and 
the  wind  w  list  led  t}iron<>;h  the  scattered  pines  ;  hut  above  its  nitaii- 
inui:  they  heard  tiie  cry  of  the  dreadful  wolf;  soon  the  forms  of  the 
infuriated  animals  were  seen  throuuch  thedriftin^^  snow  ;  in  a  moment 
they  were  rushinjj:  upon  the  aflVi^dited  travellers  ;  the  father  took  the 
youn,ij;est  child  and  threw  iloul  ;  we  spare  you  the  sickenini!;  details 
"  *  the  nian  sav(Ml  his  life  by  the  destruction  of  his  family. 

How  do  we  rejj:ard  su<  h  conduct  ?  Its  atrociousness  appalls  us.  What 
then  shall  be  said  of  those  who  would  build  up  their  reputation  upon 
the  ruins  of  a  neighbor's  <;ood  name;  of  those  who  amass  wealth  at 
the  expense  of  the  sinews  and  blood,  the  loves  and  hopes  of  their  fel- 
low men  ;  or  of  those  who  jrain  momentary  .u;ratiticati()n  through  the 
lifelong?  throes  of  murdered  virtue. 

Lastly,  this  state  of  interdependence  should  be  viewed  as   a  j)re- 
paration  for  fi'llowshij)  hereafter.     Karth's  ixreatest  teaclu;r  has  said  : 
•' In  my  Father's  house  are  many  mansions."     Were  the  spates  ajar 
so  that  we  mijjcht  catch  a  }j;liiupse  of  the   life   within    wiiat   a  scene 
would  jjjK'et  our  pize.     Here  we  are  clannish.    The  Frenchman  hates 
the  (German  ;  the  Irish  i>!ots  ajj^ainst  the  lOni^lish  ;   the   Yankee  sus- 
jiects  the  Jiriton  ;  mountain  chains  lim'*  our  symi)athies,    rivers  de- 
ternnne  our  antagonism,   and   imaginary   line-  sunder  us.      There 
uutions,  kindreds,  peoples  and   tonuu  s  dwell   tojrcther   in   happiest 
fellowship      Here  caste  rules  us.    Patrician   cannot  mix  with    Ple- 
hiaii,  the  one  cries  with  sneerinif  c<)ntemi)t,  "common  people  !  "  the 
other  mutters  "  privilcLred.  classes  !";  there  th(>  prince  and  the  peasant, 
the  capitalist  and  the  hodsman,  the  merchant  and  the  menial  meet 
in  I'ellowshi]) ;  here  sectarian  feel ini^s  alienate,  the  .lew  and  the  (Jen- 
tile  still  stand  ajiart,  the  Oatholic  and  the  Protestant  art;  but   restinu; 
on  their  arms  ;  the  F]piseoi)alian  jJ!:ives  over  the  Dissenti'rs  to  uneov- 
cnaiited   I'lercies;    the    Calvinist    hedires   hims<'lf  in    with   the  five 
points,  and  the  Baptist  dwells  in  castellated  isolation   suriounded  by
